“Which variety of wheat, of 
oate, or of barley, shall I use?” 

This is a yuestion being asked 
today by siany farmers. and all 
because of the profusjon of guod 
varieties which have recently 
been made availabe ‘to the 
farmers by the professional plant 
breeders, 

The truth is that there is now 
no longer any one variety that is 
suitable, such as Marquis used 
to be, for all districts alike. 
Instead there are now particular 
varieties better suited than 
others for certain districts. 

How can farmers tell which 
is the best variety for their own 
district? 

In the first place a good deal 
of authoritative advice is given, 
but there is a way by which 
farmers can observe fo themeelves 
At eyery Governmental Experi- 
mental Fartm Illustration 
Station, University and School 
of Agriculture, plots of many 
varieties are growing. Also at 
over 900 points throughout the 
West, the “Crop Testing Plan” 
has insta'led, through the 
medium of the local clevator 
agents, a Demonstration Plot, 
which consists of eight recom- 
mended varicties of wheat, six 
of oats and six of barley, Far- 
mers and others who visit these 
plots can. therefore, see with 
their own eyes which varieties 
are best suited
